Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reasons for the allowance are the limitations of a payload track having first and second 
channel members each including first and second support surfaces being configured to 
engage directly or indirectly with a lower surface of a floor panel, wherein each of the 
first and second channel members has a C-shaped cross section, an engagement 
member centrally disposed between the two channel members, the engagement 
member including an approximately horizontal top surface which is at least one of flush 
with and recessed below the first and second support surfaces, and wherein the top 
surface has a least one of an engagement slot and an attachment aperture disposed 
therein, now essentially included in independent claims 1,13, and 17, in combination 
with the other elements recited in the claims respectively, which is not found in the prior 
art of record.
